Wireless reports late tonight 
said Lindbergh was working on the 
motor, but the repairs had not been 
completed. The Colonel was repre- 
sented as being hopeful that the 
trouble soon would be remedied 
and that they would be able to 
take off tomorrow morning for 
Muroton Bay or Nemuro if the 
weather cleared. 
The Shimushiru Maru transmit- 
ted tonight’s messages from its po- 
sition on the north side of Ketoi 
Island. It had towed the plane there 
from the south side of the island. 
Difficulty was experienced in the 
towing because of a rough sea and 
breaking of tow lines. The ship’s 
captain expressed some anxiety be- 
cause of the threatening weather. 
At Muroton Bay the cache of 
supplies for Seiji Yoshihara, Japa- 
nese aviator who recently failed in 
two attempts to fly to the United 
States by way of the Kurile and 
the Aleutian Islands, was placed at 
the disposal of the Lindberghs. 
Yoshihara smashed his’ plane in 
landing on the rough water near 
Muroton Bay. :

BORAH SAYS DEBTS 


MUST STAND TILL 


FUROPE REFORMS 


Willing to Consider Cancel- 
lation Only if Powers 
Abandon Their Treaties 


and Armaments. 


DEEMS THIS VITAL 
TO REAL PROGRESS 


Otherwise Neither Peoples 
Abroad Nor U. S. Farmers 
and Manufacturers Would 


Be Benefitted. 


By the Associated Press. 
BOISE, Idaho, Aug. 20.—Senator 


Borah, chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, said 
yesterday he was willing to con- 
sider cancellation of war debts, but 
not until Europe “is released from 
the thralldom of peace treaties and 
which they bring 


armaments 
about.” 

In commenting on the Wiggin 
Bankers’ Committee report, Borah 
said any cancellation of interna- 
tional debts must be accompanied 


by a “real program of rebuilding 
Europe economically and politi- 
cally,” otherwise the peoples of 
Europe would not benefit, nor 


would American farmers and man-] 


ufacturers who desire the reopen- 
ing of foreign markets. 

Borah explained: 

“I am perfectly willing to con- 
sider the cancellation of our war 
debts, but it must be in connection 
with and as a part of a real pro- 
gram of rebuilding Europe eco- 
nomically and politically. 

‘So long as the peace treaties re- 
main unrevised, Europe will con- 
tinue to arm to the teeth, and so 
long as she continues to arm there 
can be no economic recovery. When 
Europe is ready to take the shack- 
les off the brain and the energy of 
her people and give them a chance 
to come back, it will be worth 
while to consider debts as a part 
of a program. 

“We canceled seven billion dol- 
lars of European debts under the 
assurance by bankers and nien 
learned in economics and finance 
that European recovery would start 
at once. It has been getting worse 
ever since and if we should cancel 
another seven billions it would not} 
not save Europe if other conditions 
are not met. | 

“In other words, the cancella- 
tion of debts, without a Europe re- 
leased from the thralldom of the 
peace treaties and the armaments 
which they bring about, might help 
@ few engaged in certain lines of 
securities, but it would not bring 
relief to the masses of Europe nor 
Open any markets of permanent 
value to the American manufac- 
turer or farmer. 

“If the next year is wasted with 
nothing more than moratoriums 
and debt discussion we will have 
proven ourselves incompetents in 
the face of impending disaster. 

“We know perfectly well where 
the trouble lies, so does the Wig- 
gin Committee, and it is a waste of 
time to present to the American 
people the proposition of cancel- 
ing debts under the present Euro- 
pean prdgram.”

Government’s ten airplanes were 
shot down but large quantities of 
arms and ammunition were taken 
from the rebels. 

According to his account a veri- 
table “foreign legion’’ of about 
1000 Americans, French, Japanese 
and Germans, amplified by Cuban 
soldiers, landed at Gibara Satur- 
day morning in the German vessel 
Isle Volmaner and took possession 
of the city with hardly a struggle. 
An officer whom he identified as 
an American was in charge and 
posted his men at vital points for 
defense. 

A force of 2000 Cuban soldiers, 
hailing from Santa Clara and 
Camaguey Provinces, advanced on 
the town Monday afternoon. Their 
artillery laid down a heavy fire, 
airplanes raked the town from 
above, and a cruiser. directed a 
bombardment from the harbor. 
The battle raged for 72 hours 
with great loss on both sides and 
military maneuvers worthy of or- 
ganized warfare. The insurgents 
withdrew in good order Wednesday 
afternoon and entrenched in a rail- 
road tunnel, the.only approach to 
the town. Repeated efforts to dis- 
lodge them were futile.

FIXES FINANCING BASIS 
FOR COTTON GROWERS 


Farm Board to Make Advances 
of One Cent a Pound Less 
Than Market Price. 


By the Agsociated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—The 
Farm Board has decided _ that 
farmer members of cotton co-oper- 
atives which are approved by the 
beard will receive advances on cot- 
ton, co-operatively marketed, of 1 
cent a pound less than the pre- 
vailing price at the point of deliv- 
ery. 

The decision was arrived at yes- 
terday, after conferences between 
directors of the American Cotton 
Co-Overative Association and Farm 
Board members. 

Advances made last year were 
about 90 per cent of the market 
price and the Co-Operative still 
holds most of the 2,100,000 bales 
which it handled for its members. 

Primary financing for loans this 
year will be arranged through 
commercial and intermediate credit 


banks. The board will insure sec- 
ond loans. 
Carl Williams of Oklahoma, 


board member for cotton, said no 
accurate estimate of the amount 
reeded to finance the advances 
could be made. He thought at 
least 3,000,000 bales would be han- 
dled by the co-operatives this year 
and that under present conditions 
co-operatives affiliated with the 
association would show a substan- 
tial increase in membership.

Levin’s residence at 6223 Alamo 
avenue, held jointly in the names 
of himself and his wife is not in- 
cluded in the estate inventory since 
ownership became hers in entirety 
with hig death. 

Levin was one of 14 defendants 
convicted of canspiracy in the 
milking of the Jack Daniel whisky 
Warehouse and was sentenced toa 
serve two years in the penitentiary 
and pay a $5000 fine. For a time 
he was a Deputy Constable in the 
court of the late Justice of the 
Peace “Jimmie” Miles. 

In his will Levin left $1000 each 
to a son and daughter, half of the 
residue to his widow and, the the 
other half to be divided among 
four sisters and two brothers.

Vickers asked one 
witness. 

“It doesn’t seem to be for some 
people,’ the witness replied. 


RELIEF DEMANDS INCREASING 
CHARITABLE AGENCIES REPORT 


Citizens’ Committee Said to Need 
$350,000 Extra to Carry 
3 Out 1931 Program. 

The Provident Association lists 
535 new applications for aid so far 
this month, compared to 491 for 
the corresponding period of the 
preceding month. Relief expendi- 
tures for the six agencies co-operat- 
ing with the Citizens’ Committee on 
Relief and Employment were high- 
er in July than in January, accord- 
ing to P. H. Byrns, director-gen- 
eral of the committee. 

Present funds of the Citizens’ 
Committee will last only until Oct. 
1. About $350,000 more than Is 
available from regular agency 
funds will be required to see the 
relief program through to Jan. l, 
Byrns stated. 

The six relief agencies co-operat- 
ing with the Citizens’ Committee 
are the St. Vincent de Paul So- 
ciety, Provident Association, Jew- 
ish Community Center, Bureau for 
Homeless Men, St. Louis chapter of 
the American Red Cross and the 


Salvation Army.

BAIL DENIED WOMAN 
NN SHOOTING INQUIRY 


Ruth Jayne Cranmer Ordered 
Held Another 24 Hours — 
Legjslator Questioned:

NEW YORK, Aug. 20. — Ruth 


Jayne Cranmer was ordered held. 


another 24 hours without bail to- 
day in connection with the shoot- 
ing of State Senator Roy T. Yates 
of New Jersey in her apartment 
last IYriday. The woman fainted 
while her counsel ‘was afguing 
vainly for her admission to bail. 

Yates for the first time told yes- 
terday his version of the, incidents 
leading to his shooting. From his 
hospital bed, he gave officers de- 
tails similar to those related by 
Miss Cranniter. 

Senator Yates corroborated Miss 
Cranmer’s statements that they had 
been drinking heavily: Like her, 
he said he could not recall the 
actual shooting but, whereas Miss 
Cranmer had said they had 
quarreled, he said he had no recol- 
lection of an argument. The girl 
told police Yates had asked her to 
move into a les8S expensive apart- 
ment and she had objected. 

The New Jersey Senator, who is 
chairman of that State’s Pensiow 
Survey Comrpission, defended the 
employment of Miss Cranmer by 
that department. He _ said_ the 
$556 for which checks had been 
written in her behalf had been 
earned by her over a period of 
three or four months during which 
she did work at his direction. He 
had taken the checks to her apart- 
ment the night he was shot, he 
said. Payment since has. been 
stopped on the checks. 

Senator Yates said he had known 
Miss Cranmer for five and a half 
years. He paid the rent for the 
apartment, he said, and had bought 
the furnishings. He carried a key 
to the place. 

The revolver with which police 
say he was shot was described to 
him. He said he was almost sure 
it was not his, although he had 
several in New Jersey for which 
he holds permits. 

Civil Service Commissioner Carl 
A. Ruhlmann at Trenton issued a 
statement branding as “feigned 
anger’ the promise of former Gov. 
A. Harry Moore to investigate com- 
pletely the fact that Miss Cran- 
mer was on the State payroll. 

Ruhimann charged that Gov. 
Moore, when in office, had placed 
favorites-in public positions and 
that the giving of jobs which 
called for the performance of no 
service whatever was the custom 
in Hudson County where, he said, 
the Hague machine “of which 
Moore is part and parcel” holds 
sway. 


LUNCH STAND THEFT CHARGED 


Ben Geoppo, former proprietor of 
a barbecue stand at Twenty-ninth 
and Main streets, Belleville, was 
charged in a warrant issued yes- 
terday with stealing the lunchstand 
he formerly operated. 

Geoppo leased the property from 
Howard Kerchner of Belleville sev- 
eral years ago and in moving re- 
cently, dismantled the stand and 
took it away.

ELECTRICAL FIRMS 
BARRED BY UNION 
FORM AN ALLIANCE 


New Organization With 13 
Members Will Refuse to 
Pay 35c-an-Hour Insur- 
ance Demanded. 


A new group of electrical con- 
tractors is being organized here as 
a result of the failures of Electrical 
Workers’ Union No 1 to recognize 
certain contractors because of al- 
leged violation of the $16-a-day 
wage contract and its compulsory 
insurance feature. 

The group, consisting of 12 con- 
tractors at present, has employed ; 
an attorney to draw up articles of | 
incorporation, and has announced 
a policy of lower construction costs 
and stability of labor through elim- 


ination of interference from Local 
No. 1. The contractors employ 
former union wiremen at the un- 
ion wage scale of $1.65 an hour, 
but do not pay the additional 35 
cents an hour for insurance, Elim- 
inating the insurance and other 
charges usually incorporated in 
bids of firms recognizeil by the 
union, enables members of _ the 
group to present estimates ranging 
from one-third to one-half those 
presented by union contractors, it 
is stated. 
Spokesman Explains Plan. 

J. H. Ledbetter, head of the Led- 
better Slectric Co.,1921 Olive street, 
as spokesman for the group, as- 
serted that he and his associates 
expected, through offerin;; the 
public “‘more reasonable prices 
and conditions,” to aid in the re- 
vival of the construction business. 

“We feel that we can count on 
the loyalty of the employes, who 
have taken our side in the differ- 
ences with the union, and in that 
way we can guarantee a builder 
that there will be no labor trou- 
bles in our end of the _  construc- 
tion,”” Ledbetter said. ‘“‘The next 
step is to reconcile other workmen 
to remaining on the job with our 
men. We have made progress in 
this, as is evidenced by the return 
to work yesterday of union car- 
penters, laborers and others on the 
new Nurses’ Home at City Hospi- 
tal, where the electrical work is 
being done by one of our mem- 
bers’’’ 


Ledbetter stressed the point that 
the group is not opposed to organ- 
ized labor, pointing out that several 
others in the group signed the $16- 
a-day agreement with Local No. 1, 
but that the right to -hire union| 
men tas denied them, notwith- 
standing. Ledbetter said his diffi- | 
culty with the union started last, 
September, when it appeared he 
had taken the “inside track’”’ on 
the contract for electrical installa- 
tion in the new Merchandise Mart. 


Telis of Dealings With Union, 


“When it became rumored about 
that the Ledbetter Electric Co. was 
going to get that contract, the 
union -wiremen were withdrawn. 
from my shop without warning or 
explanation,’’ Ledbetter said. ‘‘It 
took me several weeks to catch up 
with O. E. Jennings, international 
union officer, who ordered the men 
out. 

“Jennings told me that he did 
not like the manner in which I was 
going after that contract. I had 
agrecd to take the job on a time 
and material basis, and Jennings 
said that would keep the Electrical 
Listing Bureau from collecting a 3 
per cent fee. He told me to ‘for- 
get’ that contract, and my men 
would be back at work. I followed 
his advice in that instance, and 
the men returned. However, last

Among the other firms in the 
new group are the Art Electric Co., 
H. P. Falg Electric Co., Suntight 
Electric Co., Efficient Electric Co.. 
P. Morain & Co., and Art L. Ruehl. 
Agreed to Be “Dumb” at Inquiry. 

P. J. Rock, head of the Art 
Electric Co., told a reporter that 
he had agreed to be “dumb” when 
called as a witness at the Attor- 
ney General’s quo warranto pro- 
ceeding against four local electric- 
al trades organizations last fall 
in order to keep his union men. 

Rock said the foreman of his 
shop was withdrawn on a charge 
brought by the union, and he sub- 
sequently had the man put back 
to work on a promise not to aid 
the Attorney-General’s inquiry in- 
to conditions here. When called 
as a witness Rock said he omitted 
from his testimony statements con- 
cerning the 33 per cent profit, 
which it was alleged all members 
of the four organizations added to 
contracts, and other vital facts. 

According to Rock, union men 
were taken away from his firm 
after he signed the $16-a-day con- 
tract because his firm installs work 
for Sears, Roebuck & Co., which 
imports its materials instead of 
purchasing supplies locally. 


PROPOSAL TOCOMBINE 
FOUR CHARITY FUNDS 


Community Chest, Unemploy- 
ment Relief and Catholic and 
Jewish Bodies Confer. 


Representatives of the Commu- 
nity Fund, St. Vincent de Paul So- 
ciety (Catholic), Jewish Federa- 
tion and Citizens’ Unemployment 
Relief Committee are conferring.on 
a proposal to unite the campaigns 
for charity funds of those four 
agencies this year. 

It is likely that in the aggregate 
the four agencies will try to raise 
more than $3,250,000 this autumn 
for the coming year’s needs. Only 
one of them has determined an ex- 
act budget. Heretofore the Catholic 
and Jewish charities have conduct- 
ed their own campaigns apart from 
the Community Fund, feeling that 
this method best met their require- 
ments. The Citizens’ Committee 
also carried on its own campaign 
for money last spring, to meet the 
unemployment emergency. 

Whether the public appeal will 
be unified this autumn is in doubt. 
Officers of the Community Fund 
and Citizens’ Committee favor the 
plan, but representatives of the 
> Jewish and Catholic agencies ques- 
tion its desirability. They have not 
withdrawn from the conferences, 
however, and the question is still 
open. 

“The Jewish Federation,” said 
Ferdinand 8S. Bach, its executive 
director, “‘will seek $500,000 this 
year. I think we will have to make 
our Own campaign. I have always 
felt we could raise more that way 
than we could in a joint carmipaign. 
The federation owes banks 3175,- 
000, which it has borrowed to meet 
the emergency. I don’t think a 
general fund would want to as- 
sume that obligation, and we want 
to pay it so we can borrow more 
when the need arises. We hope 
to repay the banks out of the 
$500,000. 

“Not only is the federation called 
On to help the man it usually has 
helped, but,must aid the man who 
was a contributor to our fund two 
years ago. That man is out of 
work, has spent his savings, run up 
bills at the butcher and baker. 
pawned his jewelry and borrowed 
from his friends; now he is at the 
limit of, his resources.” 

The Rev. John Butler, secretary 
of the St. Vincent de Paul Society, 
said the question of unification re- 
mained open. In the year ending 
Sept. 15, he estimated, the society 
would have spent $215,000 for 
charity, in addition to funds. de- 
rived from the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee. He thought the amount need- 
ed for the coming year would be 
somewhat greater.

SUES FOR $2,000,000 
ESTATE LEFT IN 1871 


Mrs. Mary Wunsch Wants Self 
Declared Adopted Daughter 
of Reuben Musick. 


Mrs. Mary Wunsch, 70 years old, 
2104A Soutn Eleventh street, filed 
suit in Circuit Court today to be 
declared the legally adopted daugh- 
ter of Reuben Musick, pioneer 
Florissant miller, who died in 1871 
without a will, leaving 2000 acres 
of land in St. Louis County. The 
property was divided among 
brothers and sisters and nieces and 
nephews and is now said to be worth 
more than $2,000,000. Musick also 
owned property in St. Louis. 

According to Mrs. Wunsch, she 
was sole heir to the entire estate 
but the callateral heirs of Musick, 
at whose home she lived until she 
was 11 years old, took possession 
of the property when he died and 
had it partitioned among them 
without regard to her rights. Sub- 
sequently it was sold to various 
purchasers and much of the land, 
which was then vacant, has been 
improved. 

Mrs. Wunsch states she desires a 
decree of adoption to enable her 
to proceed in a suit for recovery. 
Her petition is directed against 75 
present owners Avho are named as 
co-defendants. It is contended that 
when Musick took her into his home 
it was with the understanding he 
would adopt her as his daughter. 
After his death she was placed with 
a family near Fenton, but later she 
moved to this city and when 158 
years old was married to Adolph 
Wunsch, a retired tobacco worker. 

Preliminary action claiming own- 
ership of the Musick estate by Mrs. 
Wunsch has already been taken in 
the Circuit Court of St. Louls Coun- 
ty in proceedings to quiet title. In 
this matter depositions have been 
taken in behalf of Mrs. Wunsch to 
establish that she lived in the Mu- 
sick home. , Present owners of the 
property have organized to opposs 
her claim on the theory that it 
spreads a cloud on their titles. Mrs. 
Wunsch is represented by Harvey 
B.. Cox of Foristel, Mudd, Blair & 
Habenicht.

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BANKS NEW POLICY 
ON SAVINGS DEPOSITS 


Some of Them Decline to 
Transfer Large Commercial 
Checking Accounts. 


Some banks have found it neces- 
sary in recent months, an officer 
of the Clearing House Association 
suid today, to restrain commercial 
Cepositors from transferring funds 
from checking accounts to savings 
accounts, thereby obtainiag a high- 
er interest rate. 

Inactivity of b. -iness, it was ex- 
plained, has reduced the demand 
ior money. Commercial’ deposi- 
tors, in some cases, having on hand 
more than enough money to meet 
1€quirements of their che king ac- 
counts, have sought to transfer 
some to savings accounts, and some 
banks have declined to acccpt 
euch deposits. 

The interest rate on savings de- 
posits has been maintained at 3 or 
3% per cent, it was said, to encour- 
age thrift and regular deposits by 
those accustomed to maintain such 
accounts. The interest rate on 
commercial accounts, reflecting the 
Slack demand for money, has been 
reduced steadily during the past 
year or two and now is % of 1 per 
cent. Some time ago it was 2 per 
cent. . 

“If a person were to walk into 
one of our banks today seeking to 
open a new savings account with a 
deposit of $10,000," the Clearing 
House officer said, “the bank prob- 
ably would refuse to accept it. But 
if that deposit was tendered by an 
established savings depositor the 
bank would take it.’”’

VEGETABLE FREIGHT RATES 
FROM FLORIDA ORDERED CUT 


LC. C. Issues Supplemented Rul- 
ing After Receiving Protest by 
State Railroad Commission. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
today ordered revision downward 
of freight rates on potatoes and 
other vegetables from Florida to 
destinations throughout the Unit- 
ed States. 

Previous findings of the com- 
mission on rates on oranges and 
grapefruit from Florida to Eastern 
points were found to be proper. 

Today’s ruling is a supplemental 
action on a petition by the raiil- 
road commissioners of Florida 
which complained that rates on 
that State’s products were too 
high. 

The commission instructed the 
railroads to put into effect tezge- 
table rates based on percentages of 
first-class rates in the South to 
most of the country. 

Commissioners Mahaffie, East- 
man and Farrell dissented. East- 
man based his dissent on the asser- 
tion that the Florida rates - still 
would be too high as compared 
with Southwestern states, while 
Mahaffie took the stand that rail- 
road revenues would be materially 
reduced at a time when this should 
not be done. Farrell did not write 
a dissenting opinion. 


EX-MARINE FOUND BEATEN 
TO DEATH IN APARTMENT 


Apparently Killed When Asleep: 
Body Tied to Bed and 
Handkerchief in Mouth. 


By the Associated Press. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 20. — 


Police found the badly beaten body 
of Felix Williams, 40-year-old 
freight clerk, tied to a bed in an 
apartment here last night. His 
skull had been crushed, a _ silk 
handkerchief was stuffed in nis 
mouth and police said all indica- 
tions pointed to his having been 
seized in. his sleep, probably five 
days ago, and killed. 

Papers in the room showed Wil- 
liaams was a former Marine Cor- 
poral. Letters indicated he had a 
brother, August J. Williams, Wil- 
kinsburg, Pa. 

Police could not explain the pres- 
ence of a small seal of the Persian 
customs service, clamped on a piece 
of string which was found at one 
side of the bed. Other’ curios, 
however, were found throughout 
the room—ivory statues, teakwood 
boxes, and articles a Marine might 
have purchased in the Orient. 

Although neighbors said Wil- 
liams lived as a recluse, police de- 
veloped the fact a young woman 
had visited him frequently. 


$25,000 SUIT OVER AUTOPSY 


Suit for $25,000 damages was 
filed in Circuit Court today by 
Samuel Asbury of Chester, Til., 
on the ground that an _ autopsy 
was performed upon the body of 
his son, George Asbury, who died 
in Missouri Pacific Hospital, 1755 
South Grand boulevard, Dec. 3, 
1929. The petition avers that 
death was caused by pneumonia, 
that the physicians were aware of 
this, and that there was no need 
for an autopsy. 

The suit is directed against the 
hospital association, Missouri Pa- 
cific Railroad Co., Dr. O. B. Zein- 
ert, Dr. Joseph Lembeck and Dr. 
Arthur Hansen “of the hospital 
staff, Coroner William Dever and 
his deputy, Joseph W. Kerner, and 
Dr. E. F. Vitt, autopsy physician 
for the Coroner. One of the de- 
fendant-physicians told a reporter 
that George Asbury was received at 
the hospital dangerously ill the 
day before he died apparently suf- 
fering from pneumonia. He gave 
a history of also having been in an 
accident and for this reason un- 
der the law it was necessary to 
hold a post mortem.

Pan-European Commission Aug. 31 Will Give 


Powers First Opportunity to Take 
Up Issues Raised.

The meeting of the Pan-American 
Commission at Geneva on Aug. 31 
is the first occasion on which as- 
sembled statesmen of the great 
Powers -will have an opportunity 
to consider the recommendations 
of the Wiggin Committee of Inter- 
national Bankers. 

The problems of thé revision of 
reparations, the settlement of lin- 
gering disputes between European 
nations and the shattering of tariff 
walls, it was said in informed 
quarters, could there be consid- 
ered by the Foreign Ministers of 
the countries concerned. und2r the 
harmonious auspices of the League 
of Nations. 

The fact that the United States 
is not a member of the commis- 
sion, however, was considered an 
obstacle and the suggestion was 
made that President Hoover ap- 
point an American representative 
to attend its meeting. The inter- 
relation of reparations and war 
debts is so close, it is felt, that the 
deliberations will not be effective 
without co-operation from Wash- 
ington. 

The convening of the Assembly 
of the League four days later, 
bringing together delegates from 
almost every nation, also was ad- 
vanced as a possibility for tack- 
ling the issues. 

The attitude of the American 
and French governments is con- 
sidered to be the crux of the sit- 
uation. Great interest was evinced 
in whether the ideas of President 
Hoover and those of the American 
chairman, Albert H. Wiggin, co- 
incide in the matter of scaling 
down reparations payments. “Will 
it be good business?” was the hy- 
pothetical question most often at- 
tributed to American sources.

Whatever chance existed for an 
understanding between Gandhi and 
the Viceroy appears to have been 
wiped out by Gandhi's precipitate 
publication of his “charge-sheet”’ 
against the British provincial offi- 
cials. 

Gandhi said: 

“Tf there was any chance of the 
Government’s conceding my just 
claim for an impartial inquiry I! 
am unable to understand why that 
chance is in any way diminished 
or affected by the publication of 
the charge-sheet. Indeed, the ref- 
erence thereto in the Viceroy’s let- 


ter to me made it imperative. There 
was an insistent demand for its 


publication from many people. I 
think the demand was reasonable 
and just. 

“Moreover, without publishing 
the charge-sheet I could not pre- 
sent the congress’ case completely. 
I finally published the papers only 
after the Viceroy’s permission. I, 
therefore. am wholly unrepentant.”

FINANCING OF RURAL HOMES 


Will Appoint Com:nission to Study 
Plan to “Lesse.. Misery Among 
Our People.”

ITHACA, N. Y., Aug. 20. — Gov. 


Roosevelt, in an address last night, 


announced he would appoint a com- 
mission to consider State financing 
of rural homes for urban workers 
in an experiment to lessen what 
he vnredicted would be “certain 
misery among our people on a 
huge scale” in the coming winter. 

The Governor addressed the 
American Country Life Conference. 
He said his plan embraced co-op- 
eration of State and privite capi- 
tal in the interests of workers in- 
volved in economic stress “in nor- 
mal times and to r.ake relief work 
more attractive in time of depres- 
sion.”’ 

Rosevelt said: “We are about to 
enter un the third winter of in- 
dustrial depression. All classes of 
the population are affected. The 
situation is viewed with the grav- 
est apprehension and concern by 
all responsible people. We now 
hear the cry of mil''‘9ns who clamor 
not primarily for bread but for a 
chance to work.” 

The plan he proposed, he said, 
would transfer the urban worker 
to rural surroundings from which 
he could commute to his factory or 
office. He urged that to these 
transplanted dwellers farm prod- 
ucts would be cheaper and more 
readily obtainable.

Necessary to Reward Those 
Who “Distinguished 
Selves on Socialist F ront,” 
Committee Says.

MOSCOW, Aug. 20.—The Cen- 
tral Executive Committee of the 
Government and the Council of 
People’s Commissars today de- 
creed the creation o fspecial funds 
in all branches of industry to re- 
ward individuals and plants for 
outstanding service to the State in 
fulfilling the five-year plan. 

Declaring many branches of in- 
dustry had fulfilled the plan, the 
decree said that it was necessary 
to reward those who hereafter dis- 
tinguished themselves “on the So- 
cialist front,” particularly those 
responsible for the introduction of 
economy measures, increased pro- 
duction and practical inventions. 

It long has been a policy of the 
Government and the Communist 
party to make special monetary 
and honorary awards (for out- 
standing work, but this is the first 
time the action has taken the form 
of an official decree.

Yet, where there are no news- 
papers, there is no public opinion, and in such coun- 
tries changes in government are frequently accom- 
plished by revolution, instead of the ballot box 
method which the United States has tried and found 
good. 
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TESTS FOR A TEACHER. 

Americans who take seriously the convietion of 
the founding fathers that religion and raecé must 
not be made the test in the United States will regret 
the results of a study conducted by Clyde R. Miller, 
director of the Bureau of Educational Service, 
Columbia University. His survey discloses that in 
instances too numerous. to count, teachers are 
engaged or not engaged because of prejudices, deeply 
rooted in the community. In some places teachers 
are chosen because they are not Catholics, in others 
Jews find it exceedingly hard to obtain positions. 
Protestant teachers, as well, have their difficulties 
in some sections. Age, sex and political opinions 
are other factors often held more important than 
qualifications and competence. All of this Mr. Miller 
rightfully contends is having an unfavorable effect 
on hundreds of thousands of American school chil- 
dren. The late Stuart Sherman, himself one of the 
outstanding teachers of the generation, had but two 
tests for a teacher, namely, the desire to teach and 
the ability to teach. In free America there are no 
others.

Medical science has not yet definitely isolated the 
yellow fever germ and, according to a recent writer, 
treatment of the disease is little more successful 
than in 1793, when an epidemic decimated Phila-

medicine whereby this was accomplished is recalled 
by the death of Dr. Aristides Agramonte, last sur- 
vivor of the Army commission which demonstrated 
in Havana 31 years ago that it was carried by the 
mosquito called stegomyia.

IN DEFENSE OF THE OZARK DOG. 

-In the name of Champ Clark’s memory and that 
of Senator Vest, we arise to protest Federal Judge 
Hopkins’ latest literary flight. The Kansas prohi- 
bitionist, who did the, good job of sentencing “Legs” 
Diamond last week, apparently has forgotten he was 
born in Jefferson City and was reared and educated 
in the Mississippi Valley. Either that, or he felt 
secure in New York’s wet wilderness when he gave 
out his impressions of the metropolis, In order to 
find something to which to liken Manhattan with 
its thousands of speakeasies, the Judge outraged 
the innocence of the Ozarks. New York, reaping the 
whirlwind of its own sowing, he said, reminded him 
of “the long, lanky Ozark dog sitting on an ant hill 
howling with pain while he is bitten by ants, ‘but sO 
indifferent that he does not remove himself from 
the ant hill.”

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WAR OR PEACE IN NICARAGUA? 

Are we at war or at peace with Nicaragua? Secre- 
tary Adams thinks we are at peace. True, there ia a 
sizable detachment of our marines still in that coun- 
try, but the soldiers are quartered in Managua, not 
in the field, and “no part of them is now engaged 
in operations against bandits.” Comptroller-General 
McCarl, who approves the bills and decides whether 
officers are entitled to rent allowances, which they 
get only in peace-time, considers that view as just 
so much sophistry. An American military expedi- 
tionary force in a foreign country indicates a state 
of war, he says, whether it is in the field or resting 
in a quiet sector, The troops remain in Nicaragua 
“only because of possible need for force,” he asserts. 
Of course an armed truce, stich as exists in Nic 
eragua just now, is more akin to war than to peace, | 
Should Sandino show his head, there would be an- 
other series of bloody clashes such as have been 
going on at intervals since 1912. With Gen. McCarl’s 
view, public opinion will largely agree. We will 
remain in the war with Nicaragua, into which dollar 
diplomacy dragged us, until the last marine is with- 
drawn, though a part of officialdom may cry peace 
when there is no peace.

in all the world as the one cotintry which 
opposes thorough-going disarmament—ex- 
cept On its terms. It wants every step to 
be from the point of view of what it thinks 
it needs and what it fears. No, not what 
it fears, I do not believe that of the 
French people. I should have said “what 
the politicians now holding office fear, or 
pretend to fear.’’ I notice that every time 
Briand makes an intensely pacifist speech 
his hearers wildly applaud shim. I notice 
that the press associations all report that 
the reception of the Germans by the crowds 
in Paris was remarkably friendly and gen- 
erous, despite some cat-calls. 

There the situation is. Every move now 
being made to rescue Europe encounte 
French opposition, Every hope of a fa- 
vorable outcome of the disarmament con- 
ference, which ig to set the world free 
from the slavery of armaments that hide- 
ously waste national resources and spell 
war, not peace, is menaced today by the 
French. There is the plain truth. They 
, have the largest fleet of fighting airplanes 
in the world. They have enough formida- 
ble submarines to keep England on the 
anxious seat. They have the largest and 
most effective army. They have huge gold 
reserves—so great that, like our own, they 
menace the stability of world finance. They 
owe no money to England, but England 
owes money to them. Their country ig re- 
stored. Despite huge armament expenditures, 
their annual deficits are not alarming. They 
claim officially only 35,000 unemployed, 
when Germany has over 4,000,000, we at 
least 6,000,000 and England 2,000,000. The 
effects of the world crisis are felt in France 
only here and there. Superficially, they are 
“sitting pretty.” The economic tornado has 
not hit them full force.

The consensus of public opinién about 
France’s dog-in-the-manger policy and its 
danger to the whole world was never more 
united—it is as united as public opinion in 
1914 was everywhere in regard to the Ger- 
man violation of Belgian neutrality. Today, 
public Opinjon outside of France is so 
wholly opposed to the French that it would 
be a shock to the good people of that re- 
public if they realized it. ‘Everywhere the 
belief is that France blocks the road to a 
genuine peace in Europe.

Third, there should be pursued by the 
other governments a steady policy leading 
to the @solation of France, especially with 
regard to the disarmament conference. The 
Nation has already made the constructive 
suggestion that Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States should agree in advance upon a 
radical program such as abolition of all 
poison gas, submarines, aircraft and bat- 
tleships, limitation of all remaining ships 
(cruisers and the rest) to 10,000 tons, and 
of all guns to light field artillery size, and 
a cut of at least 50 per cent in expenditures, 
this program to be urged and advocated at 
the yery outset of the conference by at 
least a dozen Powers under Anglo-Saxon 
lead, exactly as Charles E. Hughes electri- 
fied the .Washington arms conference in 
1922 by offering a specific program tha 
minute it met. This program, whenever de- 
cided upon, should be communicated at 
once to the French with all possible cour- 
tesy and good will, with all possible urging 
that France, too, adopt it before the con- 
ference meets.

It is impossible to believe that such a 
move would not call forth the enthusias-

Increased Rates Based on Amount 
eo of Advertising Space.

OTTAWA, Ont., Aug. 20.—The 


operation of Canada’s new tariff 
©. Magazines and other publica- 
tions, which goes into effect Sept. 
1, is explained in a series of regu- 
lations made public by the Depart- 
ment of National Revenue. § 


Publishers of magazines which 
by reason of their advertising con- 
tent are subject to zone rates in 
the country of origin, must file 
semiannually statements showing 
the average percentage of space 
devoted to advertising. The tariff 
classification on Magazines con- 
taining 20 to 30 per cent advertis- 
ing will be 2 cents a copy; or those 
containing more than 30 per cent, 
5 cents a copy. The magazines re- 
ferred to in this group include ag- 
ricultural, business, technical and 
trade journals.

Aside from the fact that the ez- 
istence of these practitioners paints 
to the unwholesome state of our 
mental and emotional life, they 
represent a distinct health hazard. 

Many a woman tempted to have 
her fortune read in tea leaves may 
pretend indifference to what the 
fortune teller spells. 

But it is a rare Amazon who ean 
remain unaffected by the threat of 
“a serious illness” or “of a dark 
woman who threatens your happi- 
ness.” 

One does not deliberately take 
walks through the morgue, or 
subject oneself to gruesome sights. 
Nor should you-expose yourself to 
the suggestions and prognostica- 


know the future. 

And the same holds true of the 
amateur psychologist who is ready 
to interpret your dream. You are 
better off without his interpreta- 
tion.
